All the claims in the application involve related subject matter, e.g., mammalian 
epididymis-specific receptor. A search would therefore comprise overlapping subject matter, and 
it would not be an undue burden on the examiner to carry out a search. "If search and 
examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden, the examiner must 
examine it on the merits, even though it includes claims to independent or distinct invention."
